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GRAVEL REGULATIONS 
TO BE CHANGED 


The stony stony problem of 
gravel regulations occupied 
the attention of the Board of 
Selectmen again, Monday night, 
for several hours, 

New regulations, which can 
probably, be described as ‘hav- 
ing real teeth’, were given a 
preliminary review, but not 
until the problem of gravelpit 
operations had been thoroughly 
thrashed, to the point of 
causing Selectman Frank Hager- 
ty to nearly lose his temper 
at one point, and practically 
shout his objections. 

The Selectmen, meeting last 
Saturday, had practically a- 
greed te rescind their pre- 
vious motion banning all re- 
moval of gravel from Wilming- 
ton after May 31st. 

The implementing of that mo- 
tion, Monday night, caused 
quite’a discussion, which was 
characterized by Chairman Nick 
De Felice ‘I have no doubt---- 
that every one here is trying 
to.act in the best interests 
of the town --- but how are we 
to arrive at a fair decision?’ 
A motion by Charles Black, to 
rescind the previous vote had 
apparently been agreed upon, 
but in the last moments of dis 
cussion both Mrs. Wavie Drew 
and Selectman Hagerty demurred 
from accepting it, and this 
was the start of the long dis- 
cussion. Mr. Black's motion, 
in effect had stated that new 
permits may be allowed to be 
started in the way of the pro- 
posed routes 28 and 125, but 
went further to say that all 
new pits should have to meet 
the regulations of the Board. 
Hagerty objected to this, as 
he felt that it led the way 
towards the opening of new 
pits all over town. ‘There is 
still a gimmick in there for 
fifteen new gravel pits’ he 
declared, 

Mr. De Felice thought that if 
some leeway was not allowed it 
might result in the squeezing

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CIVIL DEFENSE ‘ 

Twenty years ago it was the 
writers good fortune to serve 
on the Battleship Colorado, and 
to be sent on one occasion, to 
serve as an observor during a 
test of the Damage Control] de- 
fenses on board the Battle- 
ship West Virginia ( subsequen 
tly sunk at Pearl Harbor). The 
Damage Control officer of the 
West Virginia had a real work- 
out that afternoon. 

Sitting in the Damage Contro] 
room of the West Virginia he 
successfully eluded imaginary 
torpedoes, fired at the ship 
by imaginary destroyers. He 
successfully counterflooded 
tanks in the starboard quarter 
when a number of tanks in the 
port bow were flooded, to show 
that the ship had been hit. By 
counterflooding the Damage Con 
trol Officer kept the West Vir 
giniaon an even keel, and 
thus able to keep on fighting 

Finally, at the end on one 
hour of real heart-breaking 
work five enemy deetroyers 
were imagined to have broken 
through the screen, and to 
have fire salvos of torpedoes 
at the West Virginia which 
having theoretically sunk 
tha vessel] also theoretical- 
ly finished the problem. 

It was an experience that 
will never be forgotten-very 
realistic, almost as much as 
any we saw later in World War 
Il, 

Last Saturday this same wri- 
ter saw 75% of the population 
of Wilmington receive an equ- 
ally imaginary fatal dose of 
radiation, from enemy bombs 


dropped on East Boston Air- 
port, and Westover Airfield, 
near Springfield. 

They were needless deaths, 
even in theory, Had there 
been adeqate Warden service 
in Wilmington a goodly number 
of those people would have 
been enabled to escape. There 
was nothing in the air to 
warn them of their danger, for 
radiation is an invisible 
thing. Only the Warden ser- 
vice could have fully done 
the job and where 400 wardens 
were needed for the job, Wilm- 
ington’ s Civil Defense had on- 
ly 89, 

Adequate warnings would hav 
saved the lives of those peo- 
ple. As things now stand, in 
theory. about 7500 people in 
this town are now award that 
they are now walking comses, 
struck down by something they 
never saw, and it is merely a 
matter of time until the Grim 
Reaper cl aims. them.

Civil Defense test of last 
week end began in Wilmington 
at Friday noon, when Civil De- 
fense Director Rene Larivee 
arrived in his headqarters in 
the town hall basement.

communicate with other such 
sets within the scope of the 
Area, and the second set on 
six meters, part of the state- 
wide commu nications’ system, 
Down in the Wilmington Fire 
Station is still another piece 
of equipment a ‘monitor to 
receive the first indication 
of danger, which will come 
from the State Police. The 
‘monitor’ which isanother 
radio, is in charge of ;,t. Geo 
Cushing of the Fire Department 
It was into such a headqar- 
ters that Larivee stepped, at 
hoon Friday. 

On his desk were several en- 
velopes, ‘secret orders’, rea- 
dy for the test. The first was 
to be opened at 12:09 pm 
At 12:09 the envelope. was o- 
pened. Down in the Fire Sta- 
tion Lt. Cushing heard, on his 
monitor set, the waming from 
the State Police. 

At 12:10 the Civil Defense 
Alert was sounded on the Fire 
Alam. In theory the Wilming- 
ton police department sent men 
to Routes 129 and 38, which 
it was expected, would’ be soon 
filled with refugee vehicles, 
streaming out from Boston and 
suburbs. 

In 20 minutes the first re- 
fugee autos began to appear. 
Hurried along to the north by 
police, there was not any 
the police, there was not any 
perceptiple panic. But, by one 
p.m. the story was different. 
7000 autos an hour were 
streaming through towns, Road 
blocks had been set up to pre- 
vent autos from trying to find 
short cuts on the backwoods 
roads. The important thing was 
to keep the traffic flowing. If 
a car stalled, and did not 
start quickly it was shoved 
off the road by the Engineer 
Coms of the Wilmington Civil 
Defense, 

By 1:10 pm the Sector Head- 
quarters in Bedford began to 
ask messages, by radio. How is 
the supply of gasoline? Can 
your police handle the job? 
LaRivee had a table which 
showed the number of gallons 
of gas at each gas station a- 
long the route, and elsewhere 
in Wilmington. Gasoline, he 
assured Bedford, was in plenti 
ful supply, but if he allowed 
cars to stop for gas he would 
need additional policemen. 
Traffic was getting so heavy 


the past few weeks. LaRivee is| that it was slowing up.

Villanova Hall ( Still all in 
theory of course) LaRiveesent 
a request for additional medi- 
cal supplies.

ment whistle. Everyone was su- 
posed to be off the streets, a- 
nd taking what protection their 
homes offered. In the schools 
an actual drill was ordered, 
in which the children filed 
into the passageways and cov- 
ered themselves while hud 
dling near the walls for pro- 
tection. ‘Beautifully done’ | 
said LaRivee, who watched the 
children in the Wildwood 
School, 
Radiological Warfare 

Back in the Town Hall Dr. 
William K] Widger PhD,, Rad- 
iac Officer of Wilmington’s 
Civil Defense was prepared 
for the theoretical bombs 
which were soon to be dropped 
on important points in Mass- 
achusetts. Before his desk on 
the wall was a large map of 
the state, and beside him 
were the various tables which 
he would need to compute the 
‘fallout’ of the bombs. If 
Wilmington were to be menaced 
it was his duty to tell La- 
Rivee in time to order an e- 
vacuation of the tom. 

500 Roentgens is all that & 
person can takes and live, 
from a ‘fallout’, and even 
with such a dose there would 
be a severe case of radiation 
sickness. This was Widger’s 
job. How much radiation would 
there be in Wilmington? 

The bombs fell. One, at East 
Boston Airport was a 5 mega- 
ton bomb, very large. It was 
seen, by its flash, from Wilm- 
ington, and soon a large pil- 
lar of smoke rose to the south 
east. Other bombs fell at Otis 
Air Field, in Fall River, and 
at Westover Field, near Spring 
field. The Westover Bomb, Wid- 
ger soon decided, could be as 
langerous as the Boston Bomb. 
It was a matter of wind vel- 
ocities. The wind, blowing 
from the south-southwest would 
soon have Wilmington covered 
with ‘fallout’ from the bomb 
at Westover. 

He advised Larivee. The Air 
Raid Wardens, at this point 
should have advised all the 
people to get in safe places 
or to leave town - headed for 
New Hampshire - but there were 
not’ enough wardens. Only 89 
wardens had volunteered, and 
Chief Warden William Berry 
needed about 400 to adeqately 
warn the population of a tom 
the size of Wilmington.

ton were theoretically unw@rn- 
ed. 75% of the people of Wil- 
mington would soon be receiv- 
ing lethal Roegtgen rays, in 
blissful ignorance, There was 
time to warn them but the 
means was not at hand 

Widger continued with his 
work. The damage, direct, from 
the Boston bomb reached as far 
as Reading and Woburn, where 
slight damages were to be not- 
ed in the northern parts of 
those towns, 

The lethal radiation poison- 
ing from the bomb, however 
would extend further. Wilming- 
ton people could stand only 
about four hours of exposure, 
and more than that would mean 
that over 500 Roentgens had 
ensured a slow but certain 
death to every resident of the 
town. 

Actually, as his figures pro- 
gressed there was not too 
much danger from the Boston 
bomb, for the wind was quickly 
blowing the effects to sea - 
but the same wind was also by 
now blowing the effects of the 


Westover Bomb over this town. 
Southern Wilmington had the 


worst time. At 7 pm, a person 
in South Wilmington would be 
receiving 96 Roentgnes an hour 
while one in North Wilmington 
would be on the receiving end 
of 55 Roentgens, 

The rate then began to drop 
down. By 10 pm the rate of 
fall in South Wilmington was 
69 Roentgens per hour, and in 
North Wilmington it was 32, 
Inside the homes, 
cellars, it was not so bad. 
Some protection was provided, 
and the rate of fall was only 
one tenth of that outside, so 
that it would take until 2 am 
for a person to receive a fat- 
al dose if he were so provided 
In other words, the men in 
the Civil Defense Headqarters 
had.a possibility of working 
until 2 am., when they too 
would have to evacuate town. 
Widger’s computations were 
sent to Sector Headquarters, 
At 8:10 pm came back the an- 
swer, ‘Well Done’, it said. 
‘Congratulations to Widger’ .
